'J'hcie is no one subject occupying the 


attention of the wise and intelligent uf 10- 
day niDi-e than the subject of education. 
And why? Because, they say, there is 
"The Child!" 
"The Child." Why so much 


talk about the child ? Because the child of 
to-day is the man or woman of to-morrow. 
That great uncertain to-morrow with its 
untold possibilities, its knotty problems, its 
great questions. 
And the child of to-day 


has to face all that to-morrow. 


In the early days ol the Republic our 


forefathers felt that to perpetuate what they 
hud won, they must have enlightened, in- 
telligent citizens. 
Acting on that idea they 


at once provided opportunities for the youth 
of tho country ; the very best that could be 
given. 
But the best of that day is not the 


best of to-day. 
We must uphold the high 


standard and go forward. 


It is true there were great men developed 


from the boys iu the little log-school houses 
but they woro great because they knew 
enough to recognize that "Knowledge is 
power," and they struggled and fought for 
that knowledge and couqueied by its aid. 
Knowledge is what the boys and girls of to- 
day must have and just so far as they have 
it and can use it will they be useful to them- 
selves and the community. 


But we have especially to inquire into the 


work of the High School iu giving tins 
knowledge and in fitting them to use it. It 
is many years since the establishment of 
High Schools in the laiger cities offered oc- 
casion for discussion as to their needs and 
value. 
That was iu the long ago and Ike 


douljters (many of them) lived to see the 
folly of their doubts, and the scoffers to 
wonder at their own short-sightedness. To- 
day it is not only the City High School, but 
the Town High School and the Township 
High School. 
And we find hut few people 


bold enough to question either the need or 
value of such, for the world calls for iu- 
telligaut men in village and in town as well 
as iu the city. 


The High School is the people's college. A 
thousands of voters, 


very small per cent, of the public school an intelligent patriot, 
pupils reach the High School, a very much 
smaller per cent, ever enter a college. Think 
now oi that great number who never have 
either of these advantages. They are very 
young when they leave school; their minds 
undeveloped, their judgment untrained, 
their knowledge veiy slight. 
Their very 


ignorance a barrier to any progess. But, 
they say, we know more now than o-^r 
parents and grandparents did. True, no 
doubt. But where would such a doctrine 
place us. Look at China. For centuries 
she has been satisfied with the attainments 
of her ancestors. 
Who would exchange 


America for China? Our forefathers did 
wonders with their oppoi tunities but surely 
they would disown us if in this day we 
could not do eyen more than they did. No 
community or nation ever rises higher than 
its highest citizens. Therefore if the march

There are certain subjects that have been 


generally accepted by all High Schools be- 
cause of their value in accomplishing these 
results. The now famous Committee of ten 
who were appointed by tne N. E. A. in 
1832 published their report on the studies 
to be pursued iu Grammar and High School 
grades, and this report has been accepted 
very generally by all educators in this 
country. 


A brief review of some of these subjects 


now in our High School may be of interest. 
There are certain branches selected for their 
disciplinary value as well as their practical' 
use. Such are Arithmetic, Algebra, Geome- 
try. 
They aid in concentrating thought, 


developing the reasoning faculties, forming 
habits of accuracy, precision and 
ojUnn- 


application, all of which the pupil will need 
in actual life. 
In History they must go 


beyond their own country, for this is not an 
isolated continent having no connection with 
any other. 
To understand the civilization 


of to-day we must look back into the cen- 
turies and see that the present conditions 
are the results of the development of the 
ages. 
Why look thus into the Philosophy 


of History? 
Because there are such thing 


as Cause and Effect. 
They see the great 


struggle between Might and Right find that 
wherever Right has triumphed there has 
been advancement and progress, a noble and 
higher civilization developed. They can 
sec also where nations have failed in their 
high destinies and growth has been slopped 
perhaps for centuries. Is it not well then 
that our boys and girls realize that the 
people of to-day are responsible for the con- 
ditions of to-morrow, that the privileges we 
enjoy are the direct results of the efforts of 
high principles and noble living of the 
centuries past. 
Such knowledge is cal- 


culated to promote real patriotism, and lo 
make that patriotism more intelligent, the 
study of Civil Government is pursued and 
the ordinary boy of 16 or 17 who has taken 
a High School course is well acquainted 
with the machinery of his Government and 
is much better informed on its needs than

In its relation to the college the High 


School is only preparing the way for more 
advanced work. Therefore the course of 
study must be such as will permit the 
pupil who so de&ires to enter that institu- 
tion. For though the great majority will 
never enter, the few who do must not bo 
neglected. 
Ii it is just for the nation to 


educate the few who direct its arms in war 
is it not equally just to educate a large 
number to guide its thoughts in peace. A 
college course means a great deal of expense 
and much time, both very serious matters to 
the ordinary pupil. But if our High Schools 
furnished studies so that the boy or girl 
could pass right on to the college without 
having to give an extra year or two to pre- 
paration for entrance it might be that more 
could accomplish it. 
Mauy High Schools 


do that and in some places even the Town- 
ship High Schools ofl'ei^that advantage. 


There are some people who seem to think 


that the chief aim of the High School is to 
train teachers for the schools, or to prepare 
pupils to pass examination for teacher's 
certificates, or to prepare book-keepers, 
type-writers, or stenographers. But the 
High School lays no claim to any one of 
these, nor does it pretend to send out boys 
and girls prepared to act and think with the 
more mature wisdom of forty or fifty years 
of experience with life. 
Those who expect 


that forget what manner of children they 
were at that early age. They forget the 
discipline of the years because it has been 
so gradual and they wonder that what they 
now accomplish with powers matured by 
long experience cannot be achieved by the 
boy or girl just from school. 
We must

therefore she too must b;i an intelligent 
patriot, for young America learns his first 
lessons from her and many of his later ones.

Introduce him to good Society, the Society 
of the great world of Literature where be 
can meet with the noblest, minds and highest 
intellects. In addition to the regular class 
room work in this particular branch, the 
School Library is an important factor. Here 
are the books ? Is that all ? No, he must 
be taught how to read and for that purpose 
it is necessary that the books be read and 
discussed with the pupils. 
Otherwise how 


will his untrained judgment lead him to 
make wise criticism or to cultivate » taste 
for the oest. 
But that takes time, and time 


is hard to find in our full courses of study. 
But time spent in guiding the pupils reading 
is time well spent. 
Not only is his lan- 


guage enriched and his vocabulary enlarged 
but the whole tone of his mind is elevated 
and lie will continue to seek the company of 
his superiors. 


Scientific study which is being carried on 


more or less in all High Schools is interest- 
ing and stimulating. 
Take Natural Philo- 


sophy; when the child goes into the class 
room and sees for himself electricity pro- 
duced, handles the batteries and notes the 
results it means a great deal more than ever 
before. In the same room he learns also the 
laws of machines, various principles tnat tell 
him the why and wherefore of many things 
that he is already familiar with. lie sees 
theory proved by experiment and he stores 
in his mind information that will be of 
service very often in the future.

which Pueblo dignifies with the name of 
Minnequa Lake and uses us a place of 
recreation. The view from Minnequa Lake 
is something to see and remember.

city is"l»jlt cm the plains far from the moun- 
tains and the lake is far enough away from 
the buildings of the city to give an unob- 
structed view of the peaks. 
Fifty miles to 


the north, towering above everything else in 
sight, the hoary head of old Pikes Peak 
looms up into the sky. 
Swinging your eyes 


westward the undulating lines of the Peak's 
attendant hills stjind out sharp and clear 
against the deep hlue sky until they drop

hot sulphur and soda baths will fail to bene- 
fit very much of humanity.

there if it takes a log," in marked contrast 
to that easy repose of the South which tired 
and hungry travellers sometimes character- 
ize as lazy inefficiency.

we enjoy alkaline water for drinking or 
bathing, but we find ourselves quite able to 
stand it, and the variety of it is immense. 
When we leave the pure water of Colorado 
Springs we never know what we will get, 
except that it will be some of nature's nu- 
merous decoctions of lime or soda or sul- 
phur or iron. 
It seemed strange at first to 


have lithia water as a beverage on a hotel 
table, and to read on the label about its su- 
perior virtue for liver and kidney affections, 
but it would not astonish us at, all now to 
have to moisten our meals with citrate of 
magnesia or epsom salts, or to have seitlit/ 
powders served with desert. 
What can as- 


tonish you in a land where they make 
chicken salad wilh cubbage and give you 
soup for breakfast.

When I meet a convict who is in jail be- 
cause he ought to be, and whose mother 
was a disreputable old hag who brought him 
up in evil ways, I shall feel sorely tempted 
lo help him escape.

claimed, Is responsible for tho high de- 
greo of exhaustion obtained in tlie lamps 
and tubas, tho light, dry air avoiding what 
is technically known as "air wash" in tho 
bulbs.—Pittsburg Dispatch.

plants of that class. A half barrel is not 
very attractive in itself, but its lack of 
beauty may be concealed by plants, or it 
may be sunk its depth in the earth. When 
it contains a fine specimen of someaquati 
plant, we will forgot all about its lack of 
grace. 
Whon preparing for these plants 


put in rich black mud from the bed o: 
streams or muck from swamps to the 
depth of a foob; then plant yourroots In i 
and flll with water. 
Add enough water 


from time to timo to make up for thai 
which is lost by evaporation and give tho 
tub a sunny place in the yard or garden 
If you want to grow moro plants than ono 
tub will accommodate, it i& a good plan to 
take four, five, six, or as many as you may 
decide on, and have them sunk in tho 
ground close together, so that tho general 
effect will be something like that which a 
largo tank would give. A better plan, 
though a more expensive ono to carry out, 
is to have a tank constructed of heavy 
planks. 
These should bo securely bolt,cc 


at tho ends and tho joints made tight by 
white lead in the grooves.—Ladies' Home 
Journal.
